HITLER’S CONQUERED PEOPLES 
OF EUROPE BEGINNING TO GIVE 
SERIOUS TROUBLE TO GERMANY 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Hitler’s empire of conquered and 
satellite peoples is breaking up be- 
foret his anxious eyes, from the 
Balkan cockpit of E astern Europe 
clear across tho continent to the 
other cockpit on the shores of the 
North Sea. 
Latest among the crises to tear 
the foundation of 
the 
Hitlerian 
structure are the grave situations 
in the widely separated states of 
Denmark and Bulgaria. 
It's significant that these two 
countries are among those which 
have been more favored by the 
Boche. 
They haven't, like Poland, 
endured the tracities which today 
drew from the United States and 
Britain denunciation and a prom- 
se of retribution. Hitler has adopt­ 
ed an air of nenificence towards 
the Danes and Bulgarians, hoping 
to use them among the foundation 
stones of his new order. 
Still, It’s not surprising th at the 
liberty-loving Danes, finally have 
broken out in fierce revolt against 
the boche. 
T hat creates an espec­ 
ially grave danger for Hitler, since 
Denmark provides one of the sev­ 
eral potential invasion coasts for 
the allies, and the latter might take 
quick advantage of the situation if 
things looked particularly good.
